Butler practically triomphed, and bis parly
declared by a decisive vote in bis javor.
In view of these facls his coaversation with
a reporter of the Herald, held yesterday in the
General's comfurtable nnd convenlent quuarters
aL the Aster Houee will be read with interest.

His real estate In Hoboken and Wee-
hawken is estimated to be worth from $26,000,-
000 10 $27,000.000; and altogether It i3 rupposed
that he was worth upwaras of $50,000,000, This
immense properly, except & molety, is bo.
questhed to the testytor's immediale family
(wife und children). The public bequests are:
—=The two public echoolhouses in Hoo /ken,
burlt and maiotained by Mr, Stevens, which he
has bequeathed to his executors in trust jor the
City of Hoboken so long as the eity shall use
théem for educational purposes. In addition
to this, Mr. BStevems directs his exe-
cutors to approprigte  $150,000 for the
erection of an fostitution of learning on the
block bouvded by Hudeon, River, kilth, and
Sixth streets, (next north of Hudson sqnare), He
then provides the perpetusl endowment of
500,000 for the maintenance of the institution,
The will directs the completion of the Steveus
Battery, at an expense not exceeding $100,000,
und when completed it 1s to be presented to the
Sta‘e of New Jersey. If the Btate should decline
1o accept the gif", the executors are to sell it and
add the proceeds to the residuary estate. The
execulors appointed in the will are Mrs, Martha
B, Blevens (the widow), Bamuel B. Dodd (Mrs,
Steveos' brother), and Mr. William B, Shippen,
the long trusted and fmithfol agent of the de-
ceased millionaire. A $5000 United States reve-
pue stamp was required on recording the will in
the Surrogate’s office.— N, Y. Tribune,

Revolution in Spain Agninst the (ueen—
Retnrn of Exlled Generals—Insurrecs
tions in the Towas,

Loxpox, Sept. 1, —Telegrams from Madrid,
dated the 19th inst,, convey the important intel
ligence that the Queen’s admiral, Topete, com-
manding the naval force off Cadiz, with the
whole of the men serving under his orders, has
revolted agalnst Tsabella’s goverument—the
result of & political revolutionary agitation
which has been silently but sctively progressing
among the royal sailors since the perlod of the
baunisbment of the military generals and the
exile of the Duke and Dachess de Montpensier.

The Generals so lately sentenced to banish,
ment have returned from the places assigned to
them under the royal warrant: —General Zabila
from Lugo, Marshal Berrano from the Canary
Isles, with his nephew, M. Lopez Domin-
quex, commandant of artillery, and formerly
Deputy in the Cortes; Generul Cabaliero de
Rods, arrested at Zamora, from the
Balesric Isles; General Cordova from
Barcelonn or Figoeras, and General Elchague
from the direction of Pampeluna, General Ros
de Oleno from Deva, Cervino from Estells in
Navarre, Ustariz from Teruoel, Mesina to Ateca
and Alaminos from Londa. Marshall de 1a Torrg
headed the movement, and the leading men of
the old O'Donuellist [party sustain it. Beveral
towns have joined In the insurrection, snd the
most intense panic prevailed at the Court in
Madrid, Troops were dispatched with all haste
to the Bouth; General Concha having been
commuud the loyalist forces,
